The old fashioned Thanksgiving 
meal, with the traditional turkey and 
fixings and other tempting viands on!

Supper disposed of, F. H. Herbert, 
of Strathcona, on the invitation of the! 
host, gave an impromptu addres@ on 
“Thanksgiving,” in which he traced 
the history and significance of the

new worlds. He also feelingly re- 
ferred to the day as one of celebra- 
tion of the anniversary of the armis- 
tice in the great war, and commended 
the plan of combining the two events.

LIOUOR ACT MUST 
BE ENFORCED AND 
NOT RIDICULED 


Radical changes in the Liquor Act, 
which will lead to a better enforcement 
of the act in every way, will be pre- 
sented shortly to the full cabinet of 
the provincial government by Attorney 
General Brownlee, according,to state- 
ments he made in. Calgary, 

Recommendations which Mr. Brown- 
lee will ask the cabinet to accept will 
include the appointment of a commis- 
sioner to have full charge of the ad- 
ministration of the act. This an- 
nouncement he made some time ago 
to a convention of the W. C. T. U,, 
ig2 Edmonton, and he stated that he 
had the man for this position picked 
out, but was not in a position to make 
his identity known at the present time. 

Other important reeqmmendations 
which Mr, Brownlee was not prepared 
to discuss in detail will also be made, 
with respect to the methods of the 
enforcing of the act, and the supply 
of liquor. 

' Mr. Brownlee fs going one step bet- 
ter than this. He is putting the pro- 
position up to well known organiza- 
tlons to join with the government in 
accomplishing proper enforcement of 
the act, and particularly proper respect 
for the law. He is asking these organ- 
izations, including business organiza- 
tions, to give thelr co-operations in de- 


Neloping a wholesome respect for the 


law.

“invisible” transactions. Foreign coun: 
tries have claims upon Canada not 
only on account of the visible goods 
she imports from them, but also on 
account of interest she owes upon her 
loans, profits upon investments of for- 
eign capital In the country, premiums 
due to foreign life, fire and marine in- 
surance companies, charges for ship. 
ping services; while all remittances 
made by immigrants in Canada to their 
friends abroad, as well as all money 
spent by Canadians touring in other 
countries go to swell the demand in 
Canada for foreign fands. On the oth- 
er hand Canada holds credit claims 
on other countries, not only on ac: 
count of her merchandise exports as 
well as of all remittances brought. in 
by or sent to immigrants or tourists 
entering Canada, but also, for the 
time being, on. account of all securit- 
ies which she exports to forgeign in- 
veslors. These international claims 
are settled,—not by the remittance of 
paper money which is not legal tender 
except in the ccuntry of its issue, 
nor, generally, by the expensive . and 
cumbersome expedient of shipping 
gold,—but by the drawing of bills of 
exchange, which are virtually interna- 
tional cheques, by. those who have cre- 


the war, and advanced exports credits 
since the armistice, are unable to dis- 
charge their liabilities to her, she in 
turn is unable to settle her vast ob- 
ligations to-America or her lesser 
debts to’ Canada. Consequently ster- 
ling must remain ut a heavy discount 
despite’ day to day point rises, until 
efiher Europe can begin to pay, or a 
soneral. cancellation or deferment of 
debts be effécted. And until sterling 
exchange recovers, ile Canadian dol- 
lar must:remain at a discount in New 
York. Canada’ has, of course, consid- 
erable favorable trade balances — in 
other ‘countries, such ag Australia, 
South Africa, Belgium, France, not to 
mention Greece and Poumania (to 
which Canada extended considerable 
export credits after the war)) but all 
these countries are also more or less 
indebted’ to® the U.S, and. thei ‘cur. 
rencies @ even greater discounts. Thug 
it is impossible, under present con- 
ditions, for Canada to adjust her obli- 
gations to the U.S. by the 
method if: indirect exchange. 

The restoration of the Canadian dol- 
lar to par’ in New York by direct 
transactions with the U.S. could. be 
brought: about theoretically in three 
ways: (1) By the balancing of our 
exports and imports, both Visible and 
invisible, with the U.S.; (2) by set- 
tling our ‘abilities through gold re- 
mittances}; or (3) by raising sultictont 
additional loans in New York.

On the whole the present discount 
on the Canadian dollar is not’ alto- 
gether to the country’s disadvantage, 
however (disagreeable it may be to 
Canadian importers or Canhdians tra- 
velling in America. The discount it- 
self serves ag an additional protection 
to all Canadian producers, while at 
the sume time it offers an additional 
inducement tc American purchasing, 
and to Americans travelling in Can- 
ada, It tends, further, to encourage 
U.S. investors to reinvest their divi- 
dends in Canada instead of accepting 
the discounted remittance. ‘It pro- 
duces, foreover, a wholesome national 
disciplinary effect, in checking extra- 
yagant importations, in stimulating
